were unlettered, they were disrespectful to the gods. 


whom Julian was tr ying to restore, they had flattered 
‘and fawned on Constantius, and far from practising 


‘the austerities of Diogenes ve were no better than.

In. this. as. in the Seventh: Oration i uilfan’ § aim

‘Socrates said of himself that he embraced. the life of 
eross-examining because he believed ‘that. he eould | 
perform his service tothe god only. by examining

his failure to ingratiate himself with the citizens 
illustrates one of the causes of the failure of his 
“Pagan restoration.
